It was a 
harrowing sight to those who  re- 
vere the memory of our dead _ soldiers, 
and the young men who had undertaken this 
errand of love were not unaffected by the spec- 
tacle. Yesterday afternoon they returned to the 
city, bringing with them two carts well laden 
with the remains of the dead, which, as we were 
informed, were carried to Hollywood to be in- 
terred in the section set apart for the un- 
known soldiers, Itis stated that many of the 
skulis had been dug up by negroes, and the teeth 
knocked out to procure the gold plugs with which 
they were filled. These detalis are too horrible 
to write or think about. There is still much 
work for Our memorial associations.” 


A Current Topic. 

A communication will be found in this 
moruing’s issue of the Courrer-JourNAL 
upon ceriain topics of local intercst to the 
people ot Kentucky. We may remark 
that our correspondeut is one of the ablest 
and most honored representative Demo- 
crais in the State; but it needs no remark 
of ours to convince the mind of the reader 
that he writes likea man of Sincerity and 
sense. He reviews the negro question in 
its relation to the Legislature and to the 
courts, and marks a very clear distinction 
between the political aspects of suffrage 
and the legal aspects of evidence. We 
commend his letter to the atteniive pe- 
rusal of all intelligent and unprejudiced 
readers. 

How the Millionaires Fight. 

In Washington, during the early part of 
the war, we heard a vast deal of enthusi- 
astic admiration expressed by New Eng- 
landers in regard to the alacrity with which 
the richest young men of their brave and 
devoted section had, at the earliest call to 
arms after the fall of Fort Sumter, rushed 
to the defense of their country. We heard 
a prominent Rhode Islander say, that, one 
day at Willard’s Hotel, he saw six good- 
looking young men in the dress of common 
soldiers at dinner. Expressing surprise 
that soldiers could afford the means to 
board at so costly ahotel. he was told by 
the gentleman next to him that those six: 
youths, wearing the garb and doing the 
duties of soldiers, were worth at least six 
millions of dollars. We were a little sur- 
prised at the statement, but couldn’t help 
wondering how the young millionaires 
would fight, and we rather presumed that 
they ‘ally expected the Southern chivalry 
to recognize their wealth by intuition and 
to run like scared hounds at the first sicht 
of them. Wecouldn’t believe that the ex- 
tensive young revelcrs in gold and silver 
had any expectation of a real conflict in 
which so common and vulzar a metal as 
steel would be called into use. 

Senator Sprague, of Rhode Island, him- 
self a millionaire, but as brave a man 
physically .and morally as ever lived, is 
fully competent to testify as to the cherac- 
ter and conduct of the Rhode {siand troops 
at the beginning of the war, for, being 
then the Governor of the State, he took an 
exceedingly active paft in raising them, 
and was with them at the battle of Bull 
Run, where he did an officer’s and a sol- 
dier’s duty. In one of his late speeches in 
the Senate, he says that the First Rhode 
Island regiment, consisting of the rich 
young aristocracy of the State, exhibiied 
not only lack of zeal but a lack of person- 
al courage, but that the Second Rhode 
Island and the battery from that St te did 
gallant work. The young millionaires 
even refused, at first, to move toward the

We did not receive until a day or two 
ago the report of the joint committce ap- 
pointed by Congres; in March, 1887, to ex" 
amine into the condition of the Printing 
Bureau of the Treasury Departmont-

We are not surprised at the dissatistac- 
tion of the Committee on Foreign Rela} 
tions with the appointments of Minisfers, 
Consuls, &c.

Interesting Decision. | 

The decision given two or three days 
ago by Chief-Justice Chase, in the case of 
the State of Texas against Geo. W. White 
and others, is likely, if the views and argu- 
ments of the Chief Justice shall be sustained 
and carried out in practice, to prove highly 
importantin its consequences. The direct 
and immediate result, in the particular case 
adjudicated, is to restore to the State of 
Texes the right of property in certaia 
bonds of the United States, known as the 
Texas Indemnity Conds, to the amount 
of about $300,000. But the most impor- 
tant point involved in the decision 
is the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court in the case. The suit was brought 
by the State Government of Texas, which, 
by the act of March 2, 1867, Congress pro- 
nounced “sega,” one of those which, by 
the act of July 19, 1867, Congreas declared 
to be “not legal State governmens.” [t 
was admitted, that, unless the suit was ac- 
tually brought by a State of the Union, 
the Court had no jurisdiction, but the 
Court decided that the plaintiff, that is the 
State of Texas, is and was when the suit 
was begun in 1867, actually and legally the 
State of Texas and a State of the Union. 

According to this decision, Texas has 
never ceased to be a State, her act of seces- 
sion was void, and every similar act 


of every other State must be veid. No 


State has at any time left the Union. The 
governments established by the Confeder- 
ates were indeed void, and their acts of 
no legal effect, but all the States themselves 
have at all times remained integral parts of 
the United States.

PASSING AWAY. 


Death of Two More Old Citizens, 
Colonel Stephen Ormsby and Capt. 
Jere Diller. 


The sad duty devolves upon us this morning of 
recording the demise of two more of our old and 
prominent and esteemed fellow-citizens. 

Colonel Stephen Ormsby died on his farm 
known as ““Moghera Glass,’ nine miles out on 
the Frankfort road, at three o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. Alihough he was known to be rather 
feeble, his age being sixty-five, few of his 
friends were prepared to hear of his 
death. The news produced a shock throughout. 
the community, and thousands now mourn the 
good man gone. Colonel Ormsby was a remark- 
able person. He was born and reared upon the 
farm where he died. Receiving a liberal educa- 
tion at Lexington, his design was to practice law; 
but he early found that his time and energies 
would be requfred in managing the vast estates 
that passed into his hands at the death of his 
father, Judge Stephen Ormsby, who is still re- 
membered by our older citizens as an able 
and & man of uncommon parts in 
every relation of life. Allof these good traits 
were inherited by the subject pf this article. 
While he was, perhaps, better known in this 
countythan any other quiet farmer within its 
limits, from the immensity of bis wealth and his 
great hogpitality, he was more particularly known 
to general fame as commander cf the Louisville 
Legion. He was an active organizer of that regi- 
ment®f Kentucky braves, and contributed freely 
of his substance to maintain their military exist- 
ence. When the war with Mexico broke out, 


the*Legion® volunteered, and Colonel Ormsby | 


was called to lead them. He had the true mili- 
tary inspiration and responded to the cail with 
patriotic ardor. He and the men of the Legion 
knew and loved each other well. Their imion of 
hearts and hands in defense of their country in- 
tensified that mutual attachment. and no body of 
troops ever marched with nobler esprit de corps, 
or bore themselves more cheerfully and gal- 
lantly in war. Ool. Ormsby shared all their dan- 
gers and glories, from the Rio Grande te the 
Halls of the Montezumas. History has 
embalmed the bloody but honorable 
record. There is no occasion for 
ite exhibition here. At the close of the strife 
im Mexico Col. Ormsby returned to his beautiful 
and extensive farm, Cincinnatus like, and there 
rematned in the quiet pursuit of agriculiure 
until he was gathered to his fathers. No eulegy 
that might be pronounced would overpraise him. 
He was as “one in ten thousand” as this world 
goes. A large family, mostly grown up end mar- 
ried, is left to Ceplore the heavy loss of its chief 
pillar. The lamented deceased will be burted at 
his farm thisafternoon. Those of his friends in 
this city wishing to unfte in paying the last sad 
tribute to bis memory can go out on the Frank- 
fort train at 2:30 and return at 6:30. 

Another great bereavement has come upon our 
people in the death of the venerable Captain 
Jeremiah Diller. He died very suddenly of heart 
disease night before last, at his home tn Middle- 
town, in this county, having attained the patri- 
archal age of eighty-three years. Oaptain Diller 
was one of the oldest citizens of Jefferson county. 
He came to Louisville when it was a mere vil- 
lage, and acted as one of its trustees before its in- 

tion. For many years he devoted himscif 
to mavigation, and was knewn far 
and wide as a suecessful master 
and owner of steamboats. Besides filling 
other posts of bonor, he for a long time acted<as 
Whartmaster at this port. In all his associations 
he won and retained the esteem of the people. 
Although quite a different type of man from Col. 
Ormaby, like that true-hearted and high-minded 
citizen, Capt. Diller has net left an enemy in the 
world. He had the golden principle of honesty, 
accompanied by all the gentler qualities of our 
pature which gain and cement good opinien from 
all sorte of men. The funeral of this pioneer 
will take place at 8. Paul's church Sunday after- 
noon at 8 o’clock.

A TALL HOAX. 


The Second Ward Schocl Sensation 
Yesterday. 


Probably the biggest hoax that ever weary re- 
porters were deluded into chasing up, was por- 
petrated yesterday, in regard to certain discov- 
eries alleged to have beer made at the Second 
Ward School.

Ther, to 
give the story a finishing touch, some of the 
neighbors bad deciared they had seen lights 
burning at night in the school building, aad that 
no doubt foul play had been going or.
